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It is noted that active payohc-politleal warfare, if not psyeholsctcal warfare, 
operation# against Baited Stats* policies and interests i« mm feeing conducted 
wider the centre! ©f, doainated by, or ia sympathy with powerful foreign g reaps. 

Beet operation* appear to be based an cart felly designed plena of ailitary 
character carried cat eyatsaatieaXly, Correct Intelligence eapprarte the view 
that extensive operations are being conducted against ear interests. Overt operations 
both without end within the Baited State* against Salted States interests are 
using the media #f radio and press, the devices of infiltration, and utilising 
the conveniences of democratic j^Latforas and freedoms far revolutionary agitation

objectives. The apportionment of recourses and effort among these several 
operation* is dependent upon strategic essentiality and evaluated risks in the 
changing situation. 

S3, fit* President may within hie pow e r* issue instructions to the Secretary 
of State and the Secretary of Defense which would, without a public deal oration of 
a state of emergency, set in motion limited payshalegietl warfare operations.
